DEAD PIGS' BRAINS 
COME BACK TO LIFE 


By NICK McDERMOTT, Health Editor 

THE brains of decapitated 
pigs were brought partly 
“back to life” in a Frank- 
enstein-style experiment 
four hours after they died. 

Scientists say it shows it is 
possible to ‘'postpone or even 
reverse” brain death. 

They successfully restored cir¬ 
culation and cell activity in the 
organs by pumping them with 
artificial blood after the heads 
were chopped off at an abattoir. 

The US researchers stressed 
there was no evidence they had 
revived the pigs r awareness or 


capacity for thought. But the Yale 
University team say it could boost 
research into fatal brain condi¬ 
tions, such as Alzheimer's, 

The work could also help stroke 
victims, according to the study 
published in the journal Nature 
It is the first time key life func¬ 
tions have been restored in a large 
mammal's brain hours after death. 


Until now, it was thought irrevers¬ 
ible organ death occurs just min¬ 
utes after blood flow stops. 

Study leader Dr Nenad Sestan 
called it “unprecedented" but 
added; “It is important to stress, 
this is not a living brain but a cel¬ 
lular active brain.” Brit scientists 
said reviving dead humans was 
still firmly in the realms of sci-fi,

“The girl gave them out 
to friends at lunchtime 
and a short while later 
they began falling ill. 

“The brownies were full 
of skunk grass and would 
have been the equivalent 
of smoking several really 
strong joints. 

“The kids were halluci¬ 
nating and in a state of 
delirium. 

“Teachers realised 

something was wrong 
and were told they had 
all eaten cannabis cakes, 
“A teacher called 999 
and a load of ambulances 
and police turned up. 

“It was quite a drama 
but. luckily none of the 
kids suffered any perma¬ 
nent damage. 

“The girl admitted bak¬ 
ing the cakes and says it 
was only meant to be a 
bit of fun and she didn't 
intend to harm anyone.” 

Police confirmed they 
were called around 3pm 
on March 29 “after a 
number of students 
reported feeling unwell”* 
They said six were 
treated in hospital, 
though none was in a 
life-threatening condition.

FOUR activists chained 
themselves to a fence 
outside Jeremy Corbyn's 
home yesterday. 

The two men and two 
women used a bike lock 
to make their protest in 
Islington, North London, 
One of the campaigners 
said: "He is the best hope 
this country has and we 
are here to support him 
to go further.” 

But the Labour leader 
refused to meet them and 
his wife Laura Alvarez 
returned their gifts of 
Easter eggs and flowers. 

However, his closest 
ally. Shadow Chancellor 
John McDonnell said he 
supported the protests. 

He tweeted: “Of course* 
apologies for the inconve¬ 
nience caused by direct 
action but if it moves us 
all a step further in 
tacking climate change it 
will be worth it.” 

His comments appeared 
to be out of step with 
Labour's London Mayor 
Sadiq Khan, who said: 
"This is causing huge 
disruption to our city.” 

Home Secretary Sajld 
Javid was also under 
pressure from Tory MPs 
to tackle the disruption.

He said: “This sends a 
message that it is OK to 
break the law and, irony 
of ironies, cause pollution 
due to traffic congestion.”

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EVEN by the standards of the loonies 
who make up most green movements, the 
middle-class morons bringing disruption 
to Britain this week are a special breed.

WHAT is going on in our 
Armed Forces? 

In the past couple of weeks, 
we have seen members of the 
Forces hitting the headlines 
for shocking behaviour 
including drug abuse and 
serious sexual and physical 
assault. 

And yesterday, The Sun 
reported how Royal Artillery 
soldiers Louis Leteve and 
Jordan Peers, both 23, have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder after 
allegedly driving into another 
soldier following a brawl. 

Things have got so bad that 
General Mark Carleton-Smith, 
the head of the Army, felt the 
need to berate his troops via 
YouTube. 

Less than a fortnight ago, he 
took to the social media 
platform to blast soldiers' 
''indiscipline that is wildly at 
odds with the values and 
standards that represent the 
fabric of not just our Army 
but the nation's Army”. 

In the unprecedented 
address, he added: "Not only is 
it downright unacceptable, it’s 
illegal - and it stands in stark 
contrast with everything the 
British Army represents. 

“Any behaviour that falls 
short of that high standard we 
cannot and will not tolerate." 

It was strong stuff indeed. 
So how has it come to this? 

Is Forces discipline really 
breaking down? Why are our 
soldiers behaving in this way? 

Dealt with severely 

There is no simple answer. 
But there are many negative 
owers at work, boredom, 
eing the most prevalent. 
Boredom is the enemy of 
high morale and while this is 
no excuse for reckless and 
criminal behaviour, this may 
help account for some of the 
events we have seen in the 
past few days. 

Morale among troops is 
highest when they are 
deployed on challenging 
operational tasks, such as Iraq 
and Helm and province. 

There is virtually none of 
that today, although many 
soldiers are employed in Third 
World countries on mentoring 
and training tasks. 

But the Forces are severely 
under-manned and the most 
tedious duties come round 
more frequently ; creating 
overstretch, lowering morale . 

Sadly, publicity surrounding 
drug-taking, sexual assault 
and brawling can only make 
this worse. How many parents 
will encourage or allow their 
children to sign up when this 
is the picture they see? 

These incidents are 
damaging for the international 
image of our Armed Forces 
too. Indications that discipline 
is sliding, whether correct or 
not t will cause friends and 
enemies alike to ask questions. 

This must be tackled. We 


must look at how we can keep 
our troops engaged and 
excited to be part of our 
Forces, Some servicemen and 
women need a sharp reminder 
of the values that make our 
military the envy of the w'orld 
— courage, respect for others, 
integrity, loyalty* selfless 

commitment and discipline. 
That includes SELF 

discipline. Without that* the 
whole enterprise falls down. 

If you cannot control your 
own behaviour, how can you 
control even the most basic 
combat situation? 

Defence Secretary Gavin 
Williamson has launched a 
review of behaviour across the 
military. This should be a 
good thing, 

And those conducting if 
should not overreact. 

It is vital the public — w T ho 
are increasingly out of touch 
with what being in the Forces 
really entails — understand the 
lawlessness they see reported 
is not representative of the 
Forces as a whole and involves 
a tiny number of troops. 

The overwhelming: majority 
are highly impressive* 
dedicated fighting men and 
women, ready to give 
everything for their country, 

Each of the incidents we 


have read about in recent 
weeks and further back are, 
when proven, dreadful and 
unacceptable conduct. 

And from my own 
experience, I have no doubt 
everyone involved will be dealt 
with severely by civilian or 
military courts. 

But history shows us we 
have been here before. Crimes 
of this sort — and worse — 
have been committed since the 
birth of our Armed Forces 500 
ears ago, including in units T 
ave commanded. 

That is not to make light of 
them — and as an infantry 
commander, I always took a 
hard line with wrongdoing. 

But we should remember the 
Forces reflect the population 
they defend - perhaps more 
so than ever, as politicians 
pursue total inclusivity, driving 
them to recruit from every 
area of society. 

Drug abuse and physical 
violence are on the increase 
nationally. Look at all the 
knifings in London in recent 
months, often fuelled by drugs. 

Most members of the Forces 
who take illegal drugs do so 
on leave outside the military 
environment, often under 
ressure from civvy mates 
ack home. Another aspect to 


keep in mind about these 
stories of atrocious behaviour 
is the purpose of the Armed 
Forces. Although it may be 
politically correct to emphasise 
their role in humanitarian 
relief and peace-keeping work, 
they are there primarily to 
fight, kill and destroy. 

George Orwell said: “People 
sleep peaceably in their beds 
at night because rough men 
stand ready to do violence on 
their behalf." 

So we should not be 
surprised when these "rough” 
men and women sometimes 
behave badly* failing to fully 
assimilate the values and 
standards they are taught by 
commanders. 

Indeed, the current wave of 
events started with the release 
of video of paratroopers on a 
range in Kabul firing paint 
bullets at an image of Jeremy 
Corbyn. 

Despite the howls of outrage 
from the Westminster bubble, 
there was no sinister motive. It 
was nothing worse than young 
men being foolish while bored 
on a relatively uneventful tour 
of duty 

These young men would still 
take a bullet for Corbyn if they 
were charged to protect him. 
We should not forget that ,

£750,000 
for viola 
player’s 
hearing

A MUSICIAN whose 
hearing was wrecked by

— his injuries had “ended 
his professional career”. 
He won a payout last 
year, but the Royal Opera 
House appealed against 
the decision. 

But Judge Sir Brian 
Leveson upheld the claim 
and dismissed concerns 
the ruling could have 
repercussions for the 
wider music industry. 

Cancer’s 
zap hope 

THE key to beating pan¬ 
creatic cancer may have 
been found, scientists say 
They have discovered a 
protein that fuels the 
tumour and allows it to 
spread to other organs. 

Treatments which target 
the chemical - known as 
Leukaemia Inhibitory Fac¬ 
tor — may slash death 
rates, say scientists from 
Salk Institute, California, 
Most sufferers are not 
diagnosed with the can¬ 
cer until it is too late, 
but screening for this 
protein will aid detection. 

Biologist Dr Tony 
Hunter said: “This project 
has the ability to make a 
direct impact on a deadly 
human cancer"

“This happened four years ago and I 
still cannot afford to buy another car. 

“The refund rules have come too late 
for me but I will keep on fighting to get my 
money back.”

MECHANIC Nathan Strefford and his 
partner Amanda Barnes were duped 
out of £12,500 by fraudsters who 
posed as the tradesmen building 
their new house. 

The criminals hacked into Nathan’s 
email account and found invoices 
from the genuine workers, which 
they deleted and replaced with fakes. 

Unsuspecting Nathan transferred 
£12,500 to the accounts on the 
bogus invoices. 

For months, Nathan, 35, and 
dental nurse Amanda, 34, have been 
battling Barclays, which blamed the 
couple for being conned and 
sending the money. 

Nathan, from Worcester, said: “The 
invoices looked genuine. It's not like I 
wasn’t careful. 

'Banks should double-check the 
name on the account as well as the 
number and sort code on a 
payment. 1 ’ 

Barclays tracked down the third- 
party account that Nathan had sent 
the funds to but found the money 
had disappeared. 
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FORMER secretary Gill Jennings lost 
£3,100 after being conned by a scammer 
claiming to be a Scotland Yard detective 
investigating fraud at her bank. 

Gill, 70, from Warwick, was told a 
member of staff at her branch of Bare* 
lays bank “had gone rogue" and 
defrauded her account. 

She was advised to phone a national 
emergency number, which she did, and 
spoke to "Sergeant Cooper”. 

But in reality the crooks kept the line 
open and she was still speaking to the 
con men, Gill was asked to help in the 
investigation by drawing out £7,000 
from her account to check if the notes 
were counterfeit. 

In the end she drew out £3,100 from 
her savings and handed It over to a 
courier. 

Sgt Cooper ordered Jill to tell no one 
because the case was top secret and 
one person had already been arrested. 

The fake cop promised to hand back 
the cash in 24 hours. 

Gill said: “It was frightening and made 
me paranoid because they seemed to 
know so much about me.”

Rapist’s 
exhumed 
dad tests 

By ROBIN PEFtRIE 

THE dad of a double 
rapist was dug up yester¬ 
day in an attempt to 
clear his son's name. 

Eric McKenna, 80, was 
jailed last year when 
scientific advances 

revealed he had attacked 
two women in the 1980s. 

Police got the married 
man's DNA in 2016 after 
he was arrested for uri¬ 
nating in a neighbour’s 
plant pot in Newcastle, 
That sample matched 
others taken from the 
rape victims. 

Experts said it was a 
“‘billion to one” that the 
rapist was not McKenna 
or a close relative. He 
was jailed for 23 years. 

But he now claims the 
DNA evidence existed 
because the real attacker 
was his father, Thomas, 
who died in 1993 aged 62, 
Thomas’s body was 
yesterday exhumed from 
a cemetery in Newcastle 
so his DNA can be com¬ 
pared with the samples 
taken from the victims.

A DOCTOR has called 
for a ban on supersize

Dr Shaobo Zhou 

demanded: "Easter egg 
culture must change,”

ence at the University of 
Bedfordshire, said legisla¬ 
tion was needed to limit 
the size of “obscenely 
enormous" chocolate eggs. 

He said: “It's high time 
that the Government, 
chocolate manufacturers, 
retailers and parents all 
take action to curb the 
detrimental intake of 
junk food around Easter.” 

But parents hit back, 
claiming the eggs are 
just one-off treats. 

Child nutritionist and 
mum Charlotte Stirling- 
Reed, 32, said: "I'd say 
that is massively over¬ 
simplifying the problem.”

Hunted down 


A MAN hunted down a 
drink-driver who 

dipped his van and 
killed him with one 
punch on his door¬ 
step, a court heard. 

Furious Oliver Brown* 
21, banged on Stephen 
Walsh's door and 
“knocked him out cold” 
when he answered. 

Brown realised he had 
over-reacted and tried to 
make amends by dragging 
him inside and putting him 
on a sofa. 

But at Gam the next day 
Stephen, 37, was found by 
fiancee Katie Brown dead in 
bed with his eyes open. 

A post-mortem found the 
dad of two died from a bleed 
on the brain caused by his 
head injuries. 

Double glazing fitter Brown 
handed himself in at a 
police station the day after. 

Before last July’s attack 
Brown w T as driving his 
Vauxhall Astra van when 
Stephen’s Lexus IS veered 
into his path and hit his 
wing mirror, Nottingham 
crown court heard. 

Building site foreman 
Stephen, who had been to 
a christening* failed to stop 
and drove home with Katie 
to watch Love Island. 

"Pumped up and angry” 
-4 Brown drove round until 
he found the Lexus on the 
drive of his house in Map- 
perley, Nottingham, 

Prosecutor Sarah Knight 
said: "The blow that Oliver 
Brown delivered to him and 
the impact caused by 
Stephen's head falling to the 
ground caused fractures to his 
skull and jaw. These led to a 
bleed on the brain that would 
tragically kill him just a few 
hours later,” 

Brown’s girlfriend Roseann 
Newton, 21, allegedly deleted 
texts relating to the case* 
and gave cops a false 
statement. A message to 
a pal said: “We eventu¬ 
ally found the guy, 
Oliver f***ing knocked 
him clean out” 

Brown, of IngoJd- 
mells, Lines, denies 
manslaughter and

HAPPINESS 

TAKING time out during a busy 
day at work is essential for our 
wellbeing arid, in turn, makes us 
more productive. 

Life coach Louise Cartwright 
says: "Feeling pressured to skip 
lunch to finish work promotes a 
continual state of stress in the body. 

"Combine this with unnatural amounts of time 
sitting down, artificial lighting and excessive screen 
time, employees become trapped in a situation that 
is having a profound, negative impact on their well¬ 
being. We are more productive when we take 
regular breaks. It increases our motivation. 1 " 

FIX IT: Instead Of using your break to scroll 
th rough social media, have a real conversation and 
interact with others. And stop feeling guilty for 
taking time out - you are entitled to it. 


DIET 

HARLEY Street nutrition¬ 
ist Rhiannon Lambert 
says: "Skipping meals is 
not advised. Establishing 
a regular eating pattern has 
been shown to improve glycemic 
control, reduce the likelihood of weight gain and 
curb hunger. Foods with fibre and protein ensure 
you keep a steady blood sugar balance. 

"Taking time to enjoy your lunch can realty impact 
our digestion. If we are rushing, we tend to eat 
mindlessly. This may result in digestive discomfort, 
bloating from trapped air when chewing food and 
opting for unhealthy foods. 1 ’ 

"Food can make the difference between an OK 
day and a wonderfully productive one. 1 ’ 

FIX IT: A lunch which includes chicken and 
vegetables is a good choice. Take time eating. 


SLEEP 

HAVING trouble nodding off at 
night? It could be down to you 
not taking a break at work. 

Dr Kathahna Lederle, of 
sleep solutions firm Somnia, 
says: "The body clock is a group 
of brain cells responsible for tell¬ 
ing the body whether it is day or 
night, and how it should respond. 

"We have receptors in our eyes and need light 
exposure. If we don't get enough natural light, our 
body clock doesn't know what to tell the body, 
which can lead to sleep problems and changes in 
mood and brain power. 1 ' 

Fix IT: Get outside on a break and avoid caffeine 
after 3pm. Taking a proper break will help avoid the 
afternoon slump and, in turn, curb your caffeine 
craving, so you can get a better night's sleep. 


BONES 

DOCTOR Nicola Williams, a GP in 
Castleford, West Yorks, says: 
'Although you may feel that you are 
being more committed and working 
harder by skipping your break, it is 
bad for the health of your bones. 

"Going out into the sunshine for 
even just a little while can provide you 
with important vitamin D, which helps 
us to absorb all-important calcium and 
phosphate from our diet. 

Tram March to September, we get most 
of our Vctami n D from direct sunlight when outdoors 
- but do be careful not to burn. 15 

FIX IT: Get outside on your lunch break, even if 
only for ten to 15 minutes. Sitting next to a window 
will not suffice, as our bodies produce vitamin D 
only when in direct contact with sunlight. 


rj POSTURE 

WITHOUT getting up from your 
desk lor a lunch break, and 
moving about, we sit in the same 
YD position for long periods - which 
H n is bad for posture. 

\ M Julie Barber, consultant at Six 

II Jfl Physio, says: "Our bodies are 

/ LJ [j designed to move but many of 
us are employed in sedentary 
occupations. Research suggests active 
breaks with postural changes may be effective in 
reducing pain and discomfort as well as preventing 
our backs and muscles from tightening up. 

'Try setting an alert to prompt you to get up.” 

FIX IT: Motion is lotion for the joints and just small 
breaks in the day can improve how your body and 
brain feel. Get up and do a circle of the office every 
hour and go for a walk on your l unch break. 


AN active break helps our bodies 
work as they should. Jenny 
Francis, The Sun's Fitness 
Editor, says: “Not taking a break 
can wreak havoc with your fitness 
and waistline. Muscies become 
inactive - especially in the legs, 
glutes and back - so even if you go to the 
gym or for a run after work, a lot of muscles won't 
perform, N ot moving also slows metabolism,” 

FIX IT: Moving about gets the heart rate up, burns 
calories and wakes up muscies. Even just standing 
and doing simple exercises helps. 

Try calf raises - lift toes, hold for two seconds 
then lower heels back down. Also do the twist - with 
arms out in line with your shoulders, turn the body 
as far as you can in one direction, hold for a second, 
then do the same the other way. Do each £0 times.

wore make-up for work or a night 
out- It would take me 20 minutes, 
“Leah on the other band has a 
small suitcase for her products — I 
wouldn’t know what to do with half 
of them. She goes mad when I 
remove my make-up with wipes and 
apply foundation with my fingers, 
“She tells me pulling at my face 
will give me more wrinkles. 

“It makes her laugh when I use a 
hair dye which costs less than a 
fiver because she spends hundreds 
on her hair over the year. 

“Nowadays, I don’t wear lipstick 
and I've been using the same 
bronzer for years.

I don’t think I 
will look like her when I'm her age 
unless 1 keep up with my routine. 

“On the days I do feel good about 
myself, I compare myself to pictures 
on Instagram and it brings me back 
down — everyone looks so amazing,"

Positivity 
in the face 
of adversity 

THE mum-of-four talks familv 
life in her weekly column. 
Today Peta* married to cyclist 
Mark Cavendish, discusses 
positive mental attitude.... 

POSITIVE mental attitude slogans are 
posted on every Instagram page worth 
its salt and emblazoned across 
stationery, kitchenware and 
accessories. But is a positive mindset 
something you can choose to have? I 
am not so sure. 

I ant aware that I am a very lucky with 
lots to be grateful for and plenty to 
keep me positive. I do not live feeling 
sorry for myself. 

However, I am a worrier by nature, l 
am great at chucking a life jacket to 
other people while I casually drown 
myself in a well of worry. 

I have found the real test over the 
years to be illness and injury - both my 
own, and that of members of my clique. 

When my face was a constant 
swollen moon, I struggled to see how 1 
would ever feel like me again, But by far 
my journey with my three-year-old boy 
Frey has been one of the hardest things 
for me as there were so many 
unknowns and I had so little control. 

As a baby, Frey was very poorly with 
suspected sepsis. He was left almost 
completely deaf and has had surgeries 
since to correct this. He has a 
communication delay of around a year, 
and has had speech and language 
therapy from 15 months. 

He is so happy, funny and brave but, 
man, has being his mum made me feel 
like I couldn’t protect him well enough. 

Rage and resentment 

I constantly worried I’d let him down 
or not fight hard enough. 

I was often told, “just think positive” 
-words meant to comfort me but that 
had the opposite effect, filling me with 
rage and resentment. 

It was not that simple. Could having a 
positive mindset fix Frey's medical 
problems? No* So how dare people be 
so flippant. This was my baby. 

During this time I probably let myself 
slip to one of my lowest points. 

But I had other people to think about, 
1 had to keep my family above water. 

At times I felt like my negativity was 
seeping into my other children, 
husband and friends, I pretended to be 
upbeat and positive while scrambling 
for as much control as I could, 

I wanted to replace my worries with 
“Five things every day to be grateful 
for” but I felt under such torrential rain I 
couldn’t feel the sun. 

Thankfully, Frey has come through 
the worst of it. and E have got better at 
balancing my worries. 

It s not that I’ve become a more 
positive person, but more practical. 

I can see what a waste of energy it is 
to worry about every possible scenario 
-and it’s certainly not on trend these 
days to be a pessimist. But being 
“woke”, “mindful” or “grateful” does 
not happen with the flick of a switch* 

I am surrounded by people who are 
positive, full of good energy and I love 
it. I’m very lucky to have the family and 
friends I have. 

But am n a glass half-full gal? 

Nope, l m constantly dehydrated.

A lot of people are still unaware that if they need social 
care in later life, their assets will be means tested by 
the local authority to help pay for these services. 

This goes back to the Community Care Act 1990, 

If you require social care in later life, the local 
authority will look to use your assets until you get 
down to a lower limit, when the local authority will 
take over the fees. 

There are many myths about how people can protect 
their assets from being used like this. The main one 
being that a parent should simply sign their house 
over to the children now, so it won't be taken into 
consideration for means testing* That's just not true 
and your local authority will look to see if you've 
'deliberately deprived' yourself of an asset by giving 
property away, going back over any period in time, 

Paul King explains how Bloodline Wills from April King 
can help "I leave my half of the house to our children 
but state that they do not inherit my half until both 
myself and my wife die. This way, if my wife needs 
care or remarries after my death then my half is safe 
for our children. My wife does the same in her Will, 

It's important to note that nothing happens while 
myself and my wife are alive and we remain owners 
of our own home/' 

April King do not recommend so called Asset 
Protection Trusts which involve transferring your 
house to your children during your lifetime. This may 
be deemed to be deliberate deprivation and create 
more problems than you're trying to solve. 


Mirror Wills are when a couple leave everything to 
each other on the first death, then to the children 
when the second partner dies. But modern family life 
means these type of Wills leave a lot to chance. 

Paul King says: "If I have a Mirror Will leaving 
everything to my wife and she remarries or goes into 
care after my death, then either the new husband 
or the local authority are likely to inherit most, if 
not all, of my estate ahead of our children. Even if 
our children are named in my Mirror Will it is by no 
means certain that they will inherit anything. 

This is because a remarriage would cancel the Will my 
wife had previously made with me and make the new 
husband next-of-kin. This often comes as a big shock 
to my clients who had perhaps thought that all was 
in order and that the family bloodline would one day 
inherit 

The same is true for thinking that their children 
(our grandchildren) will one day benefit under our 
Mirror Wills, If any of our children should die leaving 
everything to their husband or wife and that son-in- 
law or daughter-in-law should then remarry, then our 
grandchildren would be the ones to lose out under 
the line of inheritance'/ 

Paul continues: 'These things can be avoided 
by having a Bloodline Will, Under these types of 
specialist Wills from April King your children have 
complete control and access to the inheritance they 
receive from you, but they get added protection from 
the twists and turns of modern family life. 


The Lasting Power of Attorney is a relatively new 
introduction and is divided info two parts - one that 
deals with finance, while the other deals with health 
and welfare. In many ways It's similar to a passport; 
a document that's registered now and one which 
can be physically handed to the attorneys should 
the need arise. It allows the attorneys, perhaps the 
children, to deal with banks and pension companies 
etc should their parent become incapacitated, but 
also enables them to deal with matters such as where 
the parent should live and how they receive care. 

Your attorneys, again perhaps your children, must 
legally act in your best interests at all times.

Having a Lasting Power of Attorney removes the 
burden on children should ill-health happen further 
down the line. It helps a family deal with bank 
accounts and so on during a parent's lifetime and 
ceases on death. Crucially, you have to complete a 
Lasting Power of Attorney while you are still in good 
mental health. 

If someone becomes ill through say, a stroke or 
dementia, this option is lost and the family would 
have to apply for an order from the Court of 
Protection - a drawn out and expensive process. 

It is therefore a good idea for clients to plan ahead 
and remove any future burden from the family. 

The challenge is to avoid waiting until it is too late, 
and to act now instead.

Inves¬ 
tors will hope the review 
doesn’t turn up any nasties 
when the results are pub¬ 
lished in June.” 

HOUSING 
7YR SLOW 

MOUSE prices around the 
country rose in February at 
the slowest rate since Sep¬ 
tember 2012 — but fell in 
London, the Office for Nat¬ 
ional Statistics said. 

Nationally they were up 
0.6 per cent in the year 
to February 2019 but slid 
3.8 per cent in the capital.

The Competition and Markets 
Authority (CMA) is recommend¬ 
ing a series of tough measures 
in a report published to-day. 

These include operational 


separation of audit from con¬ 
sulting services in the so-called 
Rig Four firms that dominate 
the industry Mandatory joint 
audits to enable smaller firms 
to develop the capacity needed 
to review bigger companies are 
also recommended. 

It also wants the introduction 
of statutory regulatory powers 


to increase accountability of 
companies' audit committees.

CM A chairman Andrew Tyrie

Charr, who holds the 
WBA regular heavyweight 
title* which ranks below 
Joshua’s belt, wrote on 
Instagram: “Internal negotia¬ 
tions are taking place 
regarding the fight in June. 

"1 am wry happy about 
this challenge, fm ready to 
fight Joshua and bring home 
victory. I'm the most worthy 
opponent for Joshua. For Joshua’s 
honour, it's important to fight 
against the No! In the WBA rank¬ 
ings” 

Yet WTiite, who had previously 
snubbed a £6million offer to fight 
Joshua at Wembley, also threw his 
hat into the ring. 

The WRO international heavy¬ 
weight champ told talkSPORT: “I 
would jump in and have some.

Spurs boss Mauri cio Pochettino, 
who has opposed technology in dec¬ 
ision-making, ended up benefitting. 

He’d ripped off his jumper and 
thrown it. at his dugout in rage 
when Spurs apparently threw away 
glory. 

Guardiola said he didn't want to 
think about Saturday yet, that he 
was just hoping he might snatch 
some sleep between now and then. 

The Catalan has often been 
prickly about his ‘failure’ in not 
reaching a Champions League final 
in eight years. 

He got it wrong when he 
benched Kevin De Bruyne for last 
week's 1-0 first-leg defeat — and 
here the Belgian was outstanding, 
setting up two goals for Sterling 
and one tor Aguero. 

Guradi ola’s recent struggles at the 
business end of this tournament 
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have often made him overcomplicate 
things- Last night, however, this 
fcDtBalling purist was able to 
appreciate some extraordinary 
entertainment- 

It began with five goals in 21 
minutes of breathlessness, dizziness 
and accelerated heart rate, it was 
not so much a sporting contest as 
a serious medical condition. 

We were treated to an opening 
which was a hybrid of world-class 
football, MBA basketball and 
Marvin Hagler going at it hammer 
and tongs with Tommy Hearns. 

Then the second wave — an 
Aguero worldie trumped by a 
Llorente goal so scruffy it didn’t 
seem to fit this all-time classic. 

For all this competition's image as 
a roped-off club for playthings of 
the global elite, this was sport in the 
raw — and it was hardly a one-off. 

The Champions League knockout 
Stages- Bloody hell. This competition 
attracts much criticism - and, yes, 
it does turn many of Europe’s 
domestic leagues into processions. 

But over these past three seasons, 
entertainment levels have reached 
extreme heights. 

We’ve marvelled at comebacks 
— Barcelona erasing Paris Saint- 
Germain’s four-goal lead, then 
losing a three-goal lead to Roma, 
before Manchester United’s miracle 


in Paris, We've thrilled at the cra¬ 
ziness of Liverpool’s 7-6 aggregate 
win over Roma in the semi-final 
before a final in which all three of 
Real Madrid’s goals made you 
scream at their sheer ridiculousness. 

And for the time being at least, 
there Is still room for romance, 
Ajax have been magnificent in 
defeating Real and Juventus, on a 
fraction of their budgets, and will 
now provide compelling semi-final 
opposition for Tottenham, 

But for sheer unadulterated 
excitement, this night was the best 
of the lot- 

it was the night when City finally 
fully embraced the Champions 
League after years of under¬ 
achievement, apathy and hostility. 
Even after defeat, City fans can 
no longer pretend they don’t really 
care for it having responded to 
Guardiola’s call for a wall of noise. 

For Spurs, it mattered every bit 
as much. 

They hadn’t reached the Euro¬ 
pean Cup’s last four since 1962 but 
will now be favourites to reach the 
final in Madrid on June 1. 

After that manic opening, Spurs 
held a two-goal lead which was 
effectively a three-goal lead - then 
blew it, then won it again. 

First a thumping opener from 
Sterling, then two Ay meric Laporte 


blunders and two classy finishes 
from Son Heung-min* Then a 
Bernardo Silva shot cannoning off 
Danny Rose before Sterling poked 
home De Bruyne’s centre. 

Three-two on the night and not 
even halfway through the first half. 

Remember when the European Cup 
was all about defensive caginess? 

De Bruyne's epic run and lay-off 
for a cute Aguero finish looked to 
have swung the tie decisively. 

But Llorente bundled home a 
Kieran Trippier corner — it struck 
him just below the hip, but may 
also have brushed his arm. 

For Pochettino’s Spurs, this was a 
huge breakthrough- And, after the 
triumphant opening of their new 
stadium, these are heady days, 

They were largely brilliant over 
two legs and unless you have a 
heart of stone or an affiliation to a 
bitter London rival, you cannot 
begrudge them. 

Guardiola still hasn’t won the 
Champions League without Messi 
and, as United discovered 24 hours 
earlier, having Messi certainly helps. 

City must now, somehow, go at 
Spurs all over again, with a thrilling 
title race heading to the wire,. 

But even that will not compare
